The verses are all right, bnt so*ne of 


the lines are not abovethe average. The 
poem is nothing betfcc&rMan many 
rhymesters conlaTTava written had Mc- 
Clure's- inspired them by waving a 
thousand-dollar ibill before their eyes. 
It is not rash to say that McClure's 
would cot have given it more than 
passing notice had it cot emanated from 
Kipling's brain. 


"The White Man's Burden" is not a 


bit more meritorious than poems to be 
found almost every day in various news 
papers and minor magazine* of the 
land. 


W. J. Henderson (who, if I am not 


mistaken, is a New York Snn man,) has 
a poem on the same subject in tke latest 
Criterion which is quite as strong 
Kipling's. Yet I don't suppose it 
be applauded one-half so vigorously. 
Bert Taylor of the Dulnth (Minn.) News 
Tribune is as keen in his irony as when 
he was the city editor of the Manches- 
ter Union »nd u'-ed to assign me to 
church sociables and special articles. 
He thus concisely and characteristically 
expresses himself on "Kiplingiaua:" 


"Hfe poems contain many stiikmg 


lines, saodxviched between lines that a 
common mortal could write without 
training his head much. Bnt Mr. Kip- 
ing is not looking for immortality; he 
is looking for dollars.

BnglUh n In patch I>r«i««« Conduct of Our 


Army Before Caloooii 


London Fpb, 12 —A dispatch to Reu- 


ters' Telegram company from. Manila, 
describing the capture of Caloocan, 
dwells upon the excellence of the Amer- 
ican plans and the precision with which 
they uere carried out. 
The dispatch 


adds: 


At 4 p. m. the American ships ceased 


firing. Then the army fired thtee srur-s 
at an interval of 10 seconds, signalling 
the advance of the whole line, the Kan- 
sas regiment leading through Jun?le. 
The rebels' left wing was diverted by 
Major Bell and 100 men. It was like 
clockwork. 
There was no hitch any- 


where. The rebels, estimated to have 
numbered 10,000 men, were demoralized 
by the shells. The Americans advanced 
l» open order. At 50 yards there was a 
halt and then a charge, and the rebels 
stampeded from their trenches, which 
were admirably constructed. Th » Amer- 
icans refrained from wasting ammuni- 
tion, but rushed on without firing, and 
used their bayonets and the butts of 
their rifles. There was heavy slaughter. 


The railroad is practically uninjured. 


Today the ships are shelling beyond 
Caloocan. The Americans will probably 
reach Malabon today and Malolos in a 
fortnight. 


Dispatches to the Globe from Hong 


Kong say the Filipino junta thfere has 
received, by steamer from Manila, fur- 
ther news of the recent fighting. The 
Filipinos agents say the Americans 
placed vessels along the shores of the 
bay and commenced hostilities "unex- 
pectedly at midnight on Saturday, sim- 
ultaneously bombarding the defenceless 
towns of Fendo, Malak and Malabon."

General Lew Wallace speaking of (the

"I will toll you of an incident which 


I have never before made public. I 
do not know that it is proper, but the 
man whom it is about is gone and I 
will relate it- I had an engagement 
with Lincoln to call nt the A\ bite House 
and present two ladies who desired to 
meet him. The time set for the call 
was 11 a. m. At the appointed hour I 
presented myself, in company with the 
ladies. As 1 was ushered in I saw at 
the farther end of the long room the 
tall form of Lincoln leaning against a 
window. He waved his hnmi, indicat- 
ing that I was to take tho Indies ta n 
sofa, and then by another wave of the 
hand he motioned for me to come to 
him. 
My heart tilled with sympathy 


for him. for 1 knew something was 
wrong. There were deep lines of snf- 
feilng about the face, the features were 
drawn nnd pinched. His hair was thin 
and

somewhat stoop-shouldeied, but seem- 
ed to be especially so on this occasion. 
If I were to li\e a thousand years 
I would not forget the anguish ot the 
expression ot his face.

One 
dipping does not suffice because there

these things is ail item which, if 
properly looked after, will reduce the 
tost of feeding, aad in realizing the 
best profit etery ad\aotage must be 
taken to lesseu the cost. 


Cattle require less exercise than 
horses or sheep, yet etery day xhat 
the weather will permit it will be 
advisable to turn them out. If only 
for two or three hours, aud allow 
hem to walk around. The fresher 
ir and the exercise w ill be bcueticlal. 
But in doiug this it is never advis- 


ble to expose them u> extreme cold 
>r storms. Animal heat must come 
roiu the food, aud exposure to ex- 
reine cold or to storms only increase 
he amount of food necessary to sus- 
aln animal heat, giving no return, 
t simply increases the cost of feed- 
ing. Much less grain is required to 
eep growing cattle thrifty when they 
re well sheltered than when they 
.re exposed. 
There should be a regular time for 
'ceding and watering, dividing the 
line go that there will not be too 
long intervals between, the feeding 
and watering. While cattle will not 
drink so much water in winter as in 
_ 


summer, yet what tney\do drink is ' 
as necessary to health, and comfort 
and it is essential that they have 
a supply regularly. Another item is 
not to have the water too cold or to 
compel the cattle to go any consider- 
able distance for it. It chills them 
hrongh. and this the food must make 
up. so that it is too costly. 


Have water convenient. If it is 


taken fresh from a well or cistern, 
t will be several degrees warmer 
;han from a frozen pond. 


Growing cattle should have all the 


roughness they will eat—hay, corn, 
fodder and straw, aud then sufficient 
_rain to Keep thrifty. The cost may 
be lessened somewhat if bran, snip- 
suiff and oiluaeal IB given in connec- 
tion with corn. It is all right to 
make corn the principal ration, but 
better results can be secured by feed- 
ing a variety. 


Tho condition of the animals them- 


selves must largely determine the 
amount of the grain ration. The 
animals must be kept thrifty, and 
sufficient food must be supplied to 
secure this, as anything less than this 
g a waste of food. 
By keeping the 
cattle thrifty during the winter it 


comparatively easy to maintain a 


rapid growth during the spring and 
summer with good pasturage.

His fellow 
was antagonizing this position when 
they wore passing over a corduroy 
bridge that spanned a slough. As they 
crossed this bridge find the mud wagon 
was shaking like a Sucker with chills, 
they espiod an old razor-backed sow 
on the bank of the slough making a

Summer Muble Ration* for Cow*. 


As a rule dairymen milk: early in 


the morning and again early In the 
evening. The practice ot depending 
on the pasture alone for feed is not 
conclusive to a large and continuous 
flow of milk even if the cows are 
permitted to occupy the pastures con- 
tinually during the summer months. 
U- grain ration is absolutely necessary 
for the best results and this can be 
most economically aud profitably fed 
if'the cows are permitted to occupy 
the pasture only during a portion of 
the day. If the night milking is done 
early in the evening, the tow should 
have any grain ration that has proven 
to be the best, with some tresh hay 
of soiling crop after the j;i'ain. The 
morning milking is done at four or 
five o'clock and the cows are then 
turned out to pasture to remain until 
noon whon they are brought to the 
Ifurn, fed with gram and hay and 
watered. They

Proper Soil for Applet. 


Doubtless more failures in fruit cul-

When the setting of an apple orchard 
is contemplated the soil should be test 
ed as to its fitness for the trees, which 
Is easily done by growing a crop of 
potatoes or corn on it. If tho yield la 
good the soil is in proper condition for 
apple trees.
